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TRANSPORTATION WORKSHOP NO. 2 HELD 


Three sessions of the second citizen workshop were 
held at 7:30 P.M. on April 18-20, 1977, in the West 
Palm Beach, Boynton Beach and Jupiter areas. Public 


/ notices were distributed to the media in the Palm 


Beach County area. In addition, announcements were 
mailed to those who attended Workshop No. 1 anda 
paid Public Meeting notice was published in the morn- 
ing and evening papers on Friday preceding the first 
meeting. The Workshop sessions began with a presen- 
tation of the Year 2000 transportation system im- 
provement needs made by representatives of the con- 
sulting firm retained to aid in the work program. The 
major themes were as follows: 


1. The resident population of the urbanized County 
is expected to increase from approximately 
550,000 persons to 1,400,000 by the Year 2000. 


2. The major development in the next twenty-four 
years is expected to occur between l-95 and the 
Florida Turnpike from north to south County 
lines. 


3. Approximately 1.5 million trips are made on a 
daily basis in the urbanized area in 1976. This is 
expected to increase to approximately 4.5 mil- 
lion daily trips in the Year 2000. 


Major conclusions which can be drawn from analysis 
of this forecasted data include: 


(a) If the current “almost free flow” level of service 
is to be retained for the highway system for the 
Year 2000, almost every major roadway in the 
county will have to be widened extensively. 


(b) These extensive improvements may not be finan- 
cible between 1976 and the Year 2000 from 
present sources of revenue. 


(c) If a lower level-of-service is acceptable, the road- 
way improvement needs can be reduced sub- 
stantially. However, vehicular accidents can be 
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expected to increase and vehicular fuel efficiency 
can be expected to decrease. 


(d) An improved County-wide transit service could 
be expected to attract more riders. 


(e) If a lower level-of-service is acceptable, some of 
the programmed improvement projects of the 
currently Adopted 1990 Transportation High- 
way Plan may not be required. 


(f) If a lower level-of-service is not acceptable, the 
currently Adopted 1990 Transportation Highway 
Plan may require additional major improvement 
projects. 


The alternatives concepts to be considered should 
therefore include the following dimensions: 
A. Low Capital costs versus High Capital costs; 


B. Auto Dominant Improvements versus Transit 
Dominant Improvements; 


C. Lower Levels-of-Service versus Higher Levels-of- 
Service; and 


D. Emphasis on Major Roadway Improvement versus . 
De-Emphasis on Minor Roadway Improvements. 


The purpose of these Workshop No. 2 sessions was to 
develop 6 to 8 Year 2000 Transportation Concept 
Alternatives. Attendants were asked to identify spe- 
cific concepts that they wished to be evaluated for 


. the Year 2000. 


During the second part of the Workshop, groups of 
citizens were divided into teams of 6-10 persons gen- 
erally of three generic types: 


1. Highway Group 
2. Transit Group; and 
3. Bicycle/Pedestrian Group 


Each team was then asked to discuss existing improve- 
ment needs and Year 2000 improvement concepts. 
The results were reported to the other teams by the 
Group Moderators. 


This public document was promulgated at this issue’s cost of $108.00 or $.14 per copy to inform the public concerning 


current transportation planning efforts. 


WORKSHOP NO. 2 PRODUCED GOOD RESULTS 


Although all teams did not identify the same recom- 
mendations, many of the same short and long term 
recommendations were discussed in all three sessions. 
A comparison of the short-term improvements is con- 
tained in Table 1. The short term improvements of 
interest were: 


(a) The completion of l-95 along the eastern route 
in northern Palm Beach County. 


(b) The widening of Alternate A1A and new con- 
struction of the remainder of Military Trail. 


(c) The desire to leave A1A on Singer Island as it 
now exists. 


(d) The improvement of transit service frequency 
to thirty minute intervals on North/South routes 
with one hour frequency on East/West routes. 


(e) The coordination of East/West transit route 
schedules with North/South routes. 


(f) The need to expand transit service hours to 
10 P.M. with the addition of special services 
on weekends. 


The need to shorten North/South transit route 
segments. 


— 
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(h) The need to extend transit service to Jupiter and 
the Pratt-Whitney Plant. 


(i) The need to publish transit schedules more fre- 
quently and the need to make these schedules 
more easily understood. 


(j) The need to provide bus shelters at key locations 
-and use of easily distinguished bus stop signs. 


Bicycle/Pedestrian short term improvement sugges- 
tions were: 


* To recognize bicycles as an alternative or major 


mode of transportation. 


* A uniform system of Vehicular/Bicycle Laws 
and enforcement. 


* Education of proper bicycle use. 


* Coordination of Bicycle/Pedestrian facility im- 
provements with roadway improvements. 


* Separation of Bicycle facilittes from Pedestrian $ 
facilities. 

* Provision of amenities (i.e. bicycle racks, rest- 
rooms) at major terminal/transfer facilities. 


Major differences were noted in citizen preferences 
for long term highway improvements between the 


West Palm Beach area and the Jupiter area. These dif- 


ferences can be summarized as follows: 


1. West Palm Beach prefers to tolerate more con- 
gestion in order to reduce improvement needs in 
general. Major improvements should be fecused -~ 
on principal roadways with equal empha- 


sis on North/South and East/West roadways. 

2. Jupiter prefers not to tolerate congestion. Both 
major and minor roadways should be improved. 
Emphasis should be placed on North/South , 
roadways. 


Citizen comments concerning long term public trans- 
portation improvement concepts included: 


+ Testing the feasibility of Express Bus service as 
an inter area service using l-95 with preferential 
treatment (Separate Bus/Car Pool lanes). 


+ Testing the feasibility of Light Rail service using 
the FEC Railroad alignment or the median of 
l-95. Feeder service would be provided to and 
from the Light Rail line. 


+ Testing the feasibility of local transit service to 
be operated in specific service areas (i.e. Jupiter, 
Boynton Beach). This service would supplement 
the intra-county public transportation service. 


+ Testing the feasibility of additional East/West™ 
fixed route service in potential growth areas. 
Citizen comments concerning Bicycle/Pedesitrian facil-. 

ity long term improvement needs were: 


+ Bicycle planning should be coordinated on a re- 
gional basis and improvements should be con- 


sidered in conjunction with roadway improve- es, 


ments. 


+ High speed/long distance facilities should be de- 
veloped for commuter use. 


+ Developers should be required to provide appro- 
priate Bicycle/Pedestrian facilities. 


+ Bicycle facilities separated from vehicle facilities 
are preferred either through physical separation 
aes = A, 
or striping. of bicycle lanes. 


All of these concepts will be considered in the de- 


. velopment of the Year 2000 Transportation System 


Alternatives.
